Cincinnatus Leconte was elected 
unanimously by congress president of 
Haiti on August 14 last year. 

At first he gained prominence in 
Haitien affairs in 1908, when as min- 
ister of the interior in the cabinet of 
President Nord Alexis, he was creditéd 
with ordering the summary shooting 
of ten prominent revolutionaries at 
Port au Prince. 

Shortly after *the regime of Nord 
Alexis was brought to an end, Leconte 
went into exile in Jamaica. While 
there he intrigued against the new 
president, Simon, and in January, 1911, 
started a revolution against him, which 
was, however, short-lived. The  in- 
surgents were defeated and Leconte 
took refuge in the German consulate 
at Cape Haitien, later being sent from 
the island under German protection. 
Leconte returned to Haiti in May last 
year and succeeded in overthrowing 
President Simon. He was a mulatto 
between 40 and 50 years of age, and 
belonged to the legal profession.

J. F. Scarborough, tax receiver of 
Houston county, has completed the tax 
digest for 1912 anq turned it over to 
the county commissioners, The digest 
shows that there has been returned 
for taxation for this . year 444,746 
acres of land, valued at $1,863,725, 
against 341,363 acres, valued at $1,- 
883,158, in 1911. While this is a gain 
in acreage for this veer over 1911 of 
3,383 acres, there is a loss of valuation 
of $18,433. There are in the county 
378,240 acres of land, making a short- 
age of 33,494 acres not returned for 
taxes for this year. ‘The total valua- 
tion of all property returned is $3,- 
947,037, a loss of $83,610 from 1911. 

The total value of town property is 
$656,632, as against $648,297 in 1911. a 
gain in town values of $8,335. While 
the valuation of town property in 
Fort Valley has increased over 1911 
in the sum o¢ $10,409, the value of 
town property in Perry has decreased

OVER 100 MEN DIE 
BY AN EXPLOSION 


Mine in Germany Is Wrecked 
by tire Damp, 


There Were 650 Men in the! 
Mine, But the Majority Es-| 
caped—Already 40 Corpses 
Have Been Found—Many 
Survivors Fatally Hurt. 


Bochum, Germany, August 8.--It is | 
feared that more than 100 men have; 
lost their lives in the Torreine mine, 
which was partly wrecked by a fire 
damp explosion this morning. Six hun- 
dred and fifty workmen's lives were 
imperiled by the blast, but the majority 
escaped. ad 

In the gallery, where the worst force 
of the explosion was felt, it seems that 
there were from fifty to one hundred 
miners. Rescue parties have been un- 
able to penetrate a passage to the | 
prisoners, and hope that they have sur- 
vived the gases and flames hangs by a 
thread. 

4Oorty corpses from outlying chan- 
nels have been brought to the surface, 
along with survivors. Many of these 
are mortally hurt. 

Wives and children, of the blast vic- 
tims are gathered about the pit’s 
mouth, mourning for their loved ones. 
At times officers directing the rescue 
work are competled to hold back fren- 
zied women who attempt to enter the 
mine. 

The day shift of 650 men had just 
descended into the workings, and were 
distributing themselves along the vari- 
ous levels when a series of fire damp 
explosions occurred. 

The detonation was heard at the sur- 
face, and the officials on duty tmmedi- 
ately formed rescue parties of the men 
belonging to the night shift, who rush- 
ed back to the pit mouth, together with 
the villagers.
